In view of the fact that reports are being spread about the country that there are many cases 
of flu in this city, The Enterprise has been at some pains to gather authoritative information as 
to whether there is any cause for alarm. The doctors of this city are unanimods in their statements 
that there is NOT ONE CASE OF SPANISH INFLUENZA IN SOUTH SAN FRANCISCO, And that 
there is not the slightest cause for alarm on that head. There are a few cases of measles, and 
to prevent this disease from getting headway the schools will be elosed Monday for a few days.- 
Here is what the doctors and School Nurse Miss Cora Rachael say: 

Dr. F. S. Dolley: "There is no influenza in town, and we have no reason to believe that there 
will be any. There are a few cases^of pneumonia, a few of measles, and several of grippe, but no 
flu. There is no cause for alarm. Until the measles and grippe are stany>ed out it would be well 
not to congregate much and to get plenty of sleep and rest.” 

Dr. T. C. Doak: “There is no flu here. I haven’t a sifigle case resembling flu, although I have a 

few of measles and several of grippe. There is always more or less grippe here, so that gives us no 
reason for fright. I keep getting calls from persons thinking they have flu when it is only a touch 
of grippe. No, there is no flu.” ’ s 

Dr. R. S. Irvine: “I have not had any cases of influenza yet and do not believe there is any in 
this city. There ara a few cases of measles and several of grippe, but the grippe is not taking any¬ 
thing like a violent form like influenza. I am sure there is not a case in town resembling the influ¬ 
enza as we knew it last year. It might be well to warn people to take ordinary precautions and to 
get plenty of sleep and rest. There is no reason to deny there is grippe in town, but every case is 
of a mild type.” 

Dr. J. C. McGovern, health officer: “I have not had any flu reported to me and do not know of 
any here. We are going to close the schools Monday for a few days, but that is on account of 

measles. There are several cases of measles among the children but nothing to become seriously 

alarmed about and we can probably stop it in a few days. No, there is no flujiere.” 

Nurse Raehael: “Of course I have no authority to diagnose cases, but I have seen nothing re¬ 
sembling what I would call influenza. I think there is.no reason for alarm on that score.”

U. C. HAS LARGEST 


OF COLLEGE ROSTERS 


Predicting a total of 10,000 stu¬ 
dents registered at the University of 
California by the end of the semester, 
Recorder of the Faculties James Sut¬ 
ton has announced that 8059 men and 
women already had been enrolled in 
the schools and colleges of the state 
university at Berkeley alone, an in¬ 
crease of more than 60 per cent over 
the figures a year ago. Of this num¬ 
ber 7254 are undergraduate and 805 
are graduate students. Seven hun¬ 
dred and eighty-three are new 
students. 

This number is irrespective of the 
figures from the University of Cali¬ 
fornia Farm, Davis, from the Affili¬ 
ated Colleges of the university in San 
Francisco, and from the southern 
branch of the university in Los An¬ 
geles. When the returns from these 
integral parts of the state university 
are received, it is expected that the 
10,000 mark will be reached. 

According to figures made known 
recently, the University of California 
was the largest in the United States 
with an enrollment on November 1, 
1919, of 9685 students. Of this num¬ 
ber, 287 were graduated at the end of 
the last semester.

THE GARDEN LADY’S STORIES 


These stories were written in the 
interests of the School Garden Army 
movement.

THE LADY IN THE DARK CLOAK. 


Part II. 

(By Ethel Allen Murphy.) 

“ ‘Then I grew so sleepy-headed I 
thought I was going to fall. And I 
went to sleep, and I had a most 
beautiful dream. I did fall through 
great blackness, pa St sliding stars. I 
caught at them to stop myself, but 
couldn’t; and I landed at last just as 
lightly as a—as a—butterfly, in an¬ 
other Garden, Somewhere else; and 
everything was so alive and beautiful 
that the whole world looked like a— 
like a—real live rainbow! The Lady 
in the Dark Cloud was there, only she 
was all in shining, changeable colors, 
and she was planting pansies and 
singing a queer, beautiful song that I 
can’t remember now. The next morn¬ 
ing some of the pansy blooms that 
had been so pretty the day before 
were all curled up and gray and 
brownish. 

" ‘She has been here many times 
since then, and every time she comes 
something else gets shriveled up and 
grayish or brown. And lots of times 
the Golden Girl takes them away and 
puts them on the Compost Heaps there 
by the rockery. I felt kind of sorry 
for them, you know; but that beauti¬ 
ful dream about the Dark-Cloaked 
Lady used to come floating up in my 
mind at such times, and I just— 
wondered!’ ” 

“You know, children,” said the 
Garden Lady, “the Golden Girl thought 
a great deal of those Compost Heaps. 
She said she was ‘Hooverizing food 
for her plant children,’ just as your 
mothers do when they store vegetables 
for future use. I’ll tell you how she 
did it. Every gardener ought to have 
a compost heap. If you forget what 
I’ve told you you can look on page 8 
of the Fall Manual of the United 
States School Garden Army. 

“First, she put a layer of stable ma¬ 
nure that the Soldier Boy had had 
carted in from the country for her. 
This layer they made about 4 inches 
deep. This she followed by a layer of 
old, last year’s leaves that she had 
saved over from the Apple Tree and 
from the trees on her square and in 
front of her house. She knew she was 
going to make a garden in the follow¬ 
ing spring, you know. On these she 
sprinkled a small quantity of lime. 
She followed this by a layer of earth 
about 2 inches thick. You see, the 
leaves and straw help to keep the 
plant food in the stable fertilizer from 
being washed out and lost. Twice 
that season she turned over the com¬ 
post with a spading fork to mix the 
materials more thoroughly. Her ma¬ 
terial so arranged, she placed in sev¬ 
eral neat piles. I forgot to say that 
she used, too, the lawn sod which had 
covered the garden the year before, 


and from time to time she added to 
the piles the remains of plants that 
were through blooming or bearing in 
her flower or vegetable garden—the 
early peas, for instance. Sometimes, 
also, she added leavings of unused 
portions of vegetables from the 
kitchen. Once or twice, during very 
dry spells, she sprinkled the piles 
with water.

“Well, to go back to the story. 
When the Scarecrow had finished his 
long speech a deep silence fell on the 
Garden—a sort of hushed, drawn-in 
feeling, as if the Garden’s children, 
too, felt what we were waiting for 
and had drawn in their breath. Then 
a little, sighing breath went through 
the air and we saw her, the Lady in 
the Dark Cloak, trailing her soft, 
dark, dark robe over the Garden 
toward the Compost Heap. 

“That cloak, you might say, was 
black, and yet it wasn’t like any 
black cloth you ever saw. It was a 
deep, deep darkness, like the soft 
darkness of night in deep water or in 
deep woods or in the deep, deep night 
sky. Yet we felt that there was some¬ 
thing hidden under the darkness, 
something that glowed and was just 
about to shine out. It was very queer, 
children. We couldn’t say that we 
saw it. We felt it, as we feel that 
queer light when the moon is about 
to rise, only this light had gold and 
rose color and pearly tints in it, we 
were sure. A cool breath came over 
us, as again that wind arose out of 
nowhere and passed us.

Fried Rabbit 

Skin, draw, wash, and cut rabbit 
into pieces. Dredge with flour, salt 
and pepper. Fry in hot fat until 
brown. If the rabbit is very large it 
should be fried slowly for about 35 
or 40 minutes. A young rabbit cooked 
in this way and served with a creapi 
gravy tastes very much like fried 
chicken. 

Fricassee of Rabbit • 

Skin, draw, wash, and cut rabbit 
into pieces. Dredge with flour, salt 
and pepper. Brown in 4 tablespoons 
of fat. Change from frying pan to 
stew pan, cover with boiling water, 
and cook slowly until tender. Remove 
meat from broth. Thicken broth, 
allowing 1 tablespoon of flour to 1 cup 
of broth. Bring to the-boiling point 
and while still boiling add dumplings; 
cover closely and allow to steam 15 to 
20 minutes. Pour dumplings and 
gravy over meat or hot serving plat¬ 
ter. 

Baked Apples or Pears in Sugar- 
SaVIng Style 

When the sugar supply is low try 
these baked apples or baked pears for 
dessert: 

Baked apples.—Select firm, smooth- 
skinned' apples; wash carefully and 
remove the core. Fill the cavity with 
raisins or nuts and raisins. Place in 
a pan, add a small amount of water, 
cover and simmer on top of the stove 
for 10 minutes. Add corn syrup, a 
tablespoonful to each apple, place in 
oven and bake until tender. Serve 
cold with cream or warm with a 
foamy sauce. 

Baked pears are not so familiar to 
many people but are equally good. 
The pears may be pared if desired but 
many people prefer the flavor when 
the skins are not removed. Halve or 
quarter the pears and remove the 
core. Cook in a small amount of 
water for 10 minutes; add corn syrup 
and bake until tender. A few whole 
spices or a small piece of ginger root 
give additional flavor if desired. 

Dumplings 

2 cups flour. 

4 teaspoons baking powder. 

% teaspoon salt. 

1 cup milk. 

1 egg. 

2 tablespoons fat. 

Sift together flour, baking powder, 
and salt. Cut in fat. Beat egg well 
and add to milk. Combine the two 
mixtures. Drop by spoonfuls into 
slowly boiling gravy. Cover closely 
and allow to steam 15 to 20 minutes. 

Casserole Rabbit 

8 slices bacon. 

1 large rabbit or Belgian hare cut 
into pieces. 

2 medium-sized potatoes. 

2 small onions. 

2 cups hot water. 

1 teaspoon salt. 

% teaspoon pepper. 

Fry the bacon until light brown and 
remove from the fat. Use this bacon 
fat to brown the rabbit, which has 
been dipped in flour. Arrange in cas¬ 
serole dish, the pieces of rabbit, the 
strips of bacon, and sliced onions and 
potatoes, and dredge lightly with 
flour. Pour water over all. Cover and 
cook slowly 2 hours. 

Rabbit in Tomato Sance 

2 tablespoons lard or butter. 

1% cups tomato pulp or juice. 

1 large onion chopped fine. 

3 tablespoons flpur. 

2 teaspoons salt, 
teaspoon pepper. 

2 cups water. 

1 large rabbit. 

Skin, clean and wash and cut the 
rabbit into pieces at the joints. Dip 
in flour and brown in a little fat. 

Put the lard or butter in a deep 
iron skillet or a roasting pan, and 
stir in the flour. Add the chopped 
onion and the tomato juice with the 
seasonings and the boiling water and 
cook for 5 minutes. When this is 
boiling put in the browned rabbit. 
Cover and let simmer on top of the

Smothered Rabbit 

Skin, draw, and wash a good-sized 
rabbit or hare. The rabbit may be cut 
in halves by splitting down the back, 
or stuffed with a well-seasoned dress¬ 
ing, trussed and cooked whole, as 
preferred. 

Put the rabbit in a roasting pan, 
dredge well with flour, salt and pep¬ 
per and dot over with butter. Lay 
three or four strips of bacon across

Thicken the 
liquid around meat and serve as 
gravy.

A member of the World Trade Club 
holds the world record for rapid ex¬ 
planation of the metric weight meas¬ 
urements and the way in which they 
ought to be used. He does this in one 
minute. An objector who had never 
looked the matter up declared that 
the metric system was complex and 
that it would take a long time to 
learn it. It was then that the mem¬ 
ber of the World Trade Club first 
undertook to explain, in one minute, 
all that is needed to be known of 
metric units. He did it to the satis¬ 
faction of eminent auditors. Here is 
how he did it: 

“Learn only the units, dollar, meter, 
liter, gram—dollar, the measure of 
value; meter, the measure of length; 
liter, measure of bulk; gram, for 
weight. You know all about the 
American dollar. The metric units, 
meter, liter, gram, are just like dollar, 
divided decimally and multiplied deci¬ 
mally. If you want to compare metric 
units with present units, the meter is 
10 per cent more than the yard; 600 
grams is about 10 per cent more than 
the pound avoirdupois, the liter is ft 
per cent less than the United States 
liquid quart (13 per cent less than the 
British liquid quart)—that is all 90 
per cent need to use the metric 
standards.”

Added protection to California’s 
fish and game is assured by a co¬ 
operative agreement just executed by 
Game Commissioner Carl Westerfeld 
of the Fish and Game Commission of 
California and District Forester P. G. 
Redington, representing the Federal 
Forest Service. 

"Wild life on the national forests in 
California is a resource which, be¬ 
sides being of great-economic value, 
adds materially to the enjoyment of 
the forests by the people of the state,” 
says Commissioner Werterfeld in 
commenting on the agreement. 

“Since the Forest Service is en¬ 
trusted with the management of the 
national forests, on which both fish 
and game are plentiful, and since the 
protection and perpetuation of that 
fish and game is a duty delegated to 
the Fish and Game Commission by 
the state, I consider the co-operative 
agreement a most happy one,” he con¬ 
tinued. 

Tho stocking of forest streams 
with trout from state hatcheries and 
active assistance in the enforcement 
of all game laws by forest rangers, 
together with provisions by which 
game wardens will receive appoint¬ 
ments as “fire" wardens, are points 
covered by the agreement.
